began to Indicate a state of mind in 
Chauvannes that he apparently hesi­ 
tated a long time to record, the im­ 
pression that they were approaching 
some sort cf creature of which they 
had very little, if any, dependable 
information. 
"At first Chauvannes put this 
down as en illusion arising from the 
depression of insomnia. 
But he be­ 
gan to speak of It later us a sort of 
definite premonition to be reckoned 
with. 
"Of course, when the Journal first 
came into our possession, wo took 
this, and the Incredible things that 
followed, to be merely the illusions 
of a man whose nervous system had 
broken down. 
This waa a profound 
error. Every atatement following in 
the journal was, as it proved, of the 
most definite importance. 
One got 
here at tbia point in the Journal a 
pretty clear conception of the con­ 
dition of Chauvannes at the time. 
"The three with him, whose care, 
devotion and untiring solicitude are, 
as I have aaid, the pers stent note 
of this latter part of Chauvannes’ 
journal, were now very much con­ 
cerned about him.

ILLINOIS AGAINST 
NEW CONSTITUTION 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—Illinois voters 
yesterday decided to get along under ¡ 
the 52 years old constitution which 
now serves the state and rejected, by 
an overwhelming majority, the pro-! 
posed new basic law, prepared by 
the convention elected in 1919. 
With 374 out of 5,656 prec.ncts 
missing, the majority 
has 
reached 
689,297 and apparently the final re­ 
sult will show the constitution de­ 
feated by more than 650,000 votes. 
Chicago and Cook county, where 
the attack on the convention’s work 
centered because of provisions which 
would have linked 
Cook 
county's 
legislative representation, rolled up 
a 495,562 vote majority to defeat the 
change, according to complete unof­ 
ficial figures. 
Figures from 2,938 downstate pre­ 
cincts give 145,091 for and 338,826 
against.

Current Business Conditions 
By GEORGE E. ROBERTS 
(From the Monthly Lette r Issued by The National City Bank of New York for December)

HE advance of agricultural 
prices has put new life into 
business in sections where 
depression has existed, and 
the 
volume of business being done in 
most lines in all parts of the coun­ 
try is now very satisfactory. 
As 
a rule prices of manufactures haie 
not advanced enough to cover the 
advances in wages and raw ma­ 
terials, with the result that com­ 
plaints of little or uo profits are 
common. 
The iron and steel industry is 
going at about 80 per cent of 
capacity, 
and 
making 
headway 
upon bookings accumulated during 
the strikes. 
Pig iron is lower as 
a 
result of 
the 
resumption 
of 
numerous furnaces, and prices are 
weaker in several lines. 
The fu­ 
ture is hopefully viewed, on the 
strength of buying by the railroads, 
prospects for another year of ac­ 
tivity in construction w'ork, better 
outlook for implements and great 
confidence among automobile man­ 
ufacturers. 
The textile industries have been 
stimulated by the rise of raw ma­ 
terials, all of which are regarded 
in strong position, and are more 
completely 
employed 
than 
for 
more than two years. 
On the whole the outlook for 
business dunrsg the winter months 
is good, with a promise of contin­ 
uance next Spring, providing de­ 
velopments in Europe are not un­ 
favorable, and that the rise of 
prices in other lines does not off­ 
set the rise that has taken place in 
farm products. The fact cannot be 
neglected that the prices of farm 
products are dependent upon Eu­ 
rope’s taking its accustomed sup­ 
plies, and that prosperity cannot 
be maintained unless the farmer 
has a share in it. 
The improved conditions in the 
industries still partakes largely of 
the nature of a rally from the ex­ 
treme depression and low produc­ 
tion of 1921. 
Many experienced 
observers do not believe that in­ 
dustrial costs are low enough to 
furnish the basis for permanent 
prosperity. 


Position of Com Crop Strong 


The November estimates of the 
Department of Agriculture show 
that 
the 
production 
record 
for 
corn is higher than that of the pre­ 
vious month, and including the 
carry-over gives a total available 
supply for the coming year of 
3,084,000,000 bushels, or about the 
amount of last year's crop, saying 
nothing of carry-over. 
Consider­ 
ing that there are more hogs on the 
farms, and a much greater number 
of cattle in feed lots than a year 
ago, the position of corn is very 
strong. The way the record-break­ 
ing crop and carry-over of last 
year has been disposed of augurs 
well for the corn-growers in the 
future. 
Calculations indicate that 
approximately 3,200,000,000 bushels 
of corn were consumed in this 
country or exported last year and 
there never has been but one crop 
of that size in the history of the 
country, and but four crops ex­ 
ceeding 3,000,000.000 bushels. 
The 
price in Chicago is about 70 cent9 
per bushel, and at western railroad 
stations about double the price of 
a year ago. 
Wheat is in a strong position, 
statistically, in view o f the poor 
crops of Dread grains in Europe.
